Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art's 
references of record do not disclose a second converter, which is a bi-directional 
switching converter, connected in series with the condenser bank, and controlling the 
direct current for charging the condenser bank to a fixed current. The switching 
converter controls the charging power to the bank of condensers with a fixed or 
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constant output current, to achieve high charge efficiency. In other words, the switching 
converter functions as a constant-current source during charging.
